We  currently  schedule  approximately  9 DHS  officers 
in  country  for  8 weeks  every  quarter.  We  anticipate  this 
will  continue  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  FY  and  into 
the  next.  They  will  interview  approximately  1,112  cases 
(2,480  individuals)  every  quarter.  Additional  interview 
dates/officers  will  be  scheduled  as  needed.  USG  contracted 
overseas  processing  entity,  the  International  Organization 
for  Migration,  is  moving  to  a new  location  in  Amman,  Jordan. 
DHS  conducts  refugee  processing  at  the  current  lOM  facility 
and  plans  to  continue  processing  at  the  new  lOM  location.
